This letter is in response to the Freedom of Information Act (“FOIA”) request received by the 
City of Chicago Fire Department (CFD) on July I, 2019 and the CFD sought an extension on 
July 8,2019 and is now responding to your request for the following information: 

A copy of all intergovernmental agreements. 

The FOIA provides in 5 ILCS 140/3(g) that requests for all records falling within a category 
shall be complied with unless compliance with the request would be unduly burdensome for the 
complying body and there is no way to narrow the request and the burden on the public body 
outweighs the public interest in the information. 

As your FOIA request is currently written, the dedication of staff, lime and resources necessary 
to search through all intergovernmental agreements is unduly burdensome on the daily 
operations of the CFD. 

Therefore, it is necessary that your FOIA request be narrowed and clarified. If you would like 
assistance in narrowing your request, please contact me, and I will assist you. Otherwise, as 
explained above, as your FOIA request is currently drafted, the CFD is unable to respond to the 
request. 

If you agree to narrow your request, you must submit a revised written request to my attention. 
The Chicago Fire Department will take no further action or send you any further correspondence 
unless your current request is narrowed in writing.

( ) the requested records are stored in whole or in part at other locations than the office having charge of the requested 
records; 

( ) the request requires the collection of a substantial number of specified records; 

( ) the request is couched in categorical terms and requires an extensive search for the records responsive to it;

( ) the requested records require examination and evaluation by personnel having the necessary competence and discretion to 
determine if they are exempt from disclosure under Section 7 of the FOIA or should be revealed only with appropriate 
deletions; 

( ) the request for records cannot be complied with by the public body within die time limits prescribed by 5 ILCS I40/3(d) 
without unduly burdening or interfering with the operations of the public body; 

(X) there is need for consultation, which shall be conducted with all practicable speed, with another public body or among two 
or more components of a public body having a substantial into’est in thedetemiinatjon or in the subject matter of the reque.st.
